Phillip Tadros, 31, is an up-and-coming local 
art curator, but he doesn’t own a gallery. 

At least, not a traditional 
gallery 

Kickstand Espresso Bar, a 
Lakeview coffee shop-slash- 
informal gallery space that’s 
on the front lines of Chicago’s 
established-yet-growing shop 
gallery scene, is Tadros’ fifth 
shop in Chicago. And as at his 
other locations, including Dol- 
lop Coffee Co. in Uptown, Tad- 
ros looked to local artists to 
populate Kickstand’s walls. 

That’s how he reconnected 
with Chicago artist Jason 
Fennell, 31, aka “Homeless 
Cop.” 

“I was totally in the right 
place at the right time,” 

Fennell said. 

Tears ago, Tadros spotted 
one of Fennell’s designs on a T- 
shirt and searched everywhere for 
it, only to have Fennell approach him this 
summer when Kickstand was slated to open. 

Since the cafe opened in June, seven of 
Fennell’s 14 paintings have sold and he’s 
working with Tadros, who also runs a mul- 
timedia development agency, to transform 
his boxy cartoon art into a series aimed for 
Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim. 

“I’m kind of living the dream,” said Fen- 
nell, whose paintings range anywhere from 
$200-$750, depending on size. “I’m selling 
my artwork to pay the bills. [Tadros] has 
been a total guardian angel.” 

It’s worked out for Tadros too. Co-

lumbia College, his 
alma mater, recognized Tad- 
ros’ close ties to the artist commu- 
nity and contracted him last month to open 
three mini-coffee shops on campus. 

Many artist-curator relationships aren’t as 
lucrative and though the concept of coffee 
shops as alternative gallery spaces isn’t new 
in Chicago, lately it’s become more popular, 
said Chicago Artist Coalition executive di- 
rector Carolina Jayaram, who oversees the 
CAC’s exhibition activities within tradition- 
al and nontraditional galleries. 

In the past few years especially, coffee 
shop galleries have grown not only in volume 
but in quality, said Jayaram, who has worked

locally with Argo Tea Cafe, local chain Or- 
ange and Dunlays on the Square to help con- 
nect owners to local artists’ work. 

But there’s something else spurring on the 
trend. Perhaps due to the recession, artists 
are becoming more entrepreneurial, seeking 
out local businesses for representation or 
creating their own apartment galleries. 

‘Artists in Chicago really take charge of 
their own career,” Jayaram said. “They think 
of themselves as a small business.” 

So how much do artists pay to show their 
stuff in coffee shops? 

In many cases nothing. The CAC takes a 
commission for exhibiting artists in appro- 
priate venues and publicizing their work. 


but coffee shops working independently 
with artists usually don’t take a cut of the 
sales. It’s a draw for artists to display in these 
shops and a win-win for business owners, 
who get unique decor for free. 

“It not only helps the artist, but it keeps 
the price points of the art down,” said Jeff 
Stella, 50, co-owner and creative director of 
Filter, which reopened in March in Wicker 
Park. “And it makes art more accessible to 
the community” 

The downside of showing in coffee shops 
instead of traditional galleries? Amateur art- 
ist stigma, said Kerry Couch, 25, art director 
and co-owner of the new Cafe Mustache in 
Logan Square.

caused by heavy traffic — such as the small 
black mark Fennell found on one of his 
pieces at Kickstand. Still, the exposure is 
a major benefit. Shops’ hours also are lon- 
ger than those of galleries and a new au- 
dience is gained that wouldn’t otherwise 
have been exposed to the work. 

“It’s not just art aficionados and people 
from the art world that come in here,” 
said Couch, who graduated from the 
School of the Art Institute. “So there’s a 
lot of new exposure here.” 


That means coffee shops aren’t hurting 
for artist submissions. 

Take artist Donte Mearon, 32, who 
co-owns art and gift shop Spare Parts 
in Lakeview. He’s been showing his 
work in coffee shops and restaurants all 
over Lakeview for years. It’s his preferred 
venue. 

So when Senem’s Coffee and Tea House 
opened in Lakeview in July, Mearon ap- 
proached owner Senem Akturk with the 
coffee shop gallery idea. 


“I wasn’t even thinking about the idea,” 
Akturk said. “But when I was looking for 
design ideas for the walls ... he came in, 
offered {his work] and now it gets a lot of 
attention.” 

“People stick around in a coffee shop 
longer,” Mearon said. ‘And it’s cool to see 
art without the art gallery stuffiness— 
it’s more of an experience ... and a 
community”

Work it iike Ginsberg 


The jazzy groove and controversial lan- 
guage of the so-called beat generation hits 
the courtrooms as Allen Ginsberg’s (James 
Franco) banned poem “Howl” is taken 
to task as potential obscenity The film 
volleys between the 1957 trial, in color, 
and black-and-white scenes of Ginsberg 
writing and performing to enthralled bar 
and coffeehouse audiences in 1955. 

The buzz: Finally Franco, soon to be 
seen as mountain climber Aron Ralston 
in Danny Boyle’s “127 Hours,” has the 
shot he deserves at being a leading man. 
He convincingly immerses in Ginsberg’s 
nasal, rhythmic stream of consciousness 
that sometimes gives way to wheezing 
exhaustion. The film’s use of animation 
to visualize Ginsberg’s poems at times 
recalls, at least conceptually, the psycho- 
logical ruminations of Richard Linklater’s 


‘A Scanner Darkly” and “Waking Life.” 

The verdict: If you can’t get down with 
Ginsberg’s sprawling feast of hypersexual 
metaphors, man, you won’t jive with 
“Howl,” which presents the controversial 
poet’s words as a brain seductively and 
fearlessly dancing on the page. Write rs- 
directors Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Fried- 
man lose sight of public outcry in the 
matter. The trial, featuring capable turns 
by David Strathairn for the prosecution 
and Jon Hamm for the defense, also 
serves as interesting history without 
much tension or dramatic momentum. 
What resonates: the politically charged 
debate over “literary merit” and the 
freedom of writing something you think 
no one will ever see.

Les Claypool does not consider himself 
strange.

What comes to mind when you think 
of Chicago? 

I think of the Aragon Ballroom. I’d say it’s 
one of my favorite venues in the country 
It’s a little seedy sometimes, but there’s a 
vibe to that place that I just really like. 

What wiil be the most bizarre band 
at Oddity Faire? 

There is no one on the planet weirder than 
me. Although I believe weird is subjective, 
and it depends on your definition of weird. 


So when someone says you are the weird- 
est guy in music, you think that’s a true 
statement? 

No. I think it sort of depends on your per- 
spective. If you are coming from a homog- 
enized or mainstream perspective, I might 
seem pretty out there. 

What is your muse for your 
songwriting? How 
do you get to such an 
abstract place to think of 
such originai characters 
and songs? 

It depends on what it is. I 
have never been really good 
at getting on the soapbox.

A taste of Cuba 


By Lisa Arnett 

For those Saturday mornings when 
you’ve grown tired of the diner brunch, 
the cutesy-trendy brunch and the 
college football sports-bar brunch, 
allow us to introduce you to another 
option: the hearty Cuban breakfast. 

In the Logan Square storefront 
previously occupied by sandwich 
shop the Brown Sack, you’ll find 
the new, small-but-bright Laguardia’s 
Cuban Bistro. If you’ve been to 
Cafe Laguardia in Bucktown, you may 
recognize some of the flavors and 
faces. While Carlos Laguardia runs 
Cafe Laguardia, his brother chef Jorge 
and son Jorge Laguardia, Jr. run the 
show here, harkening back to their 
father’s recipes from his homeland for 
inspiration. 

This is how you do it: Claim your table 
and take a look at the menu, then head 
up to the mosaic-tile counter to order 
and pay A server will bring out your 
piping hot food as it’s ready 


The vibe: A massive mural of a Cuban 
streetscape and wrought-iron bistro 
tables evoke the feeHng of an outdoor 
cafe, though the latter doesn’t make for 
especially comfortable seating. 

We can't stop thinking about: The 

Cuban scrambled eggs ($6.95), studded 
with chorizo, ham, shrimp, potatoes, 
onion, cheddar cheese and green pep- 
pers. It’s a favorite of chefjorge’s for its 
combination of salty, smoky bitter and 
sweet flavors. 

For big appetites: The steak and fried 
eggs ($8.25) features a thin slab of 
beef marinated with a family recipe of 
Caribbean spices, heady with notes of 
garlic and citrus. The equally large El 
Caballo Cubano ($6.50) is two fried 
eggs with rice, black beans, seasoned 
ground beef and sweet fried plantains, 
a dish that chefjorge’s father served 
in his own small restaurant in Bainoa, 
Cuba. Straying outside Cuba’s borders 
is huevos rancheros ($6), a bed of rice 



saddled with fried eggs topped with 
enchilada sauce and cheddar cheese, 
served with buttered bread for sopping 
up the saucey yolky remains. 

Is it lunch time yet? Veggie or chorizo 
omelets stuffed between crusty bread 
($5-$ 6) make for hearty morning sand- 
wiches. That’s as lunchy as it gets until 
the official lunch and dinner hours, 
when chef Jorge cooks up special- 
ties such as tender oxtail or boliche, 
a chorizo-stuffed pot roast with red 
wine-tomato sauce. 


Day drinking: Until the cafe receives its 
license later this season to serve wine 
and beer, it’s BYOB, though no one’s 
really boozing it up here during break- 
fast. Instead, cans of mango juice and 
paper cups of cafe con leche maintain 
the street-side feel. 

Crowd surfing: A rapid rotation of 
hungry friends, couples and parents 
with kids.
